A quarter mohur of Jahangir struck on occasion of a royal hunt (Shikar) 


572A Jahangir (AH 1014-1037; 1605-1628 AD), Gold Quarter Mohur, Shikargah as a mint, 
AH 1034, year 20, 2.27g, 14x15mm._ Beautifully struck, nearly extremely fine, the only 
specimen known. £10,000-12,000 


The following discussion of the coin by Jan Lingen is reproduced from the Newsletter of the Oriental 
Numismatic Society with the permission of the author and the Editor. 


New discoveries in Indian Numismatics are almost daily news, but to find a completely new 
type of gold coin of the Mughal emperor Jahangir is something outstanding. Recently I received 
from an acquaintance in London the accompanying illustration of this peculiar coin. It is a 
quarter mohur struck in AH1034/Ry.20. 


The legend on it reads: 
Hamesha ain zar kunad karam dar Shikargah; — Shah-i-shikar dost Jahangir Badshah 
Which could be translated as: 


This gold will always do favour in the Shikargah / 
(struck by) Jahangir Badshah, the King who enjoys the hunt. 


No mint name is given, but the location is indicated as Shikargah, the King’s hunting 
grounds. This qualifies it as a mint name used on other coins similar as Urdu, which indicates a 
military or royal camp. The reason for the issue of this interesting little coin must be of some 
importance and there must have been something to be celebrated and there was. 


In the appendix to the Jahangirnama, by Muhammad Hadi*, who describes the events 
from the nineteenth year of the royal accession of Jahangir onwards, we read that the Emperor

left Lahore on the 25th of February 1625 for Kashmir to tour the mountains. For the year 20 after 
the royal accession, in which year this quarter mohur was struck, the text of Jahangirnama starts: 


“On Thursday the tenth of Jumada II 1034 (March 10, 1625), the world-illuminating sun 
entered the constellation of Aries, and the twentieth year after the royal accession commenced. 
At the foot of Mount Bhaner the emperor enjoyed hunting, shooting 151 mountain rams with 
musket. The celebration of culmination was held at the station of Jangirhati. From Bhaner to this 
station His Majesty enjoyed seeing superb groves of redbud trees*, and since at this season the 
Pir Panjal Pass is full of snow and it extremely difficult - nay, impossible — for a mounted rider to 
get through, the imperial retinue went via the Punch Pass. In those hills oranges grow, remaining 
on the trees for two and three years. It was heard from zamindars there that one tree produced 
nearly nine thousand oranges. 


At this point Asaf Khan’s son Abutalib was given leave to take up the governorship of 
Lahore in his father’s stead. Sardar Khan’s son Sayyid Ashiq was assigned to the hill country 
north of the Punjab.” 


The Royal camp arrived on April 7th at Nurabad on the banks of the Bahat river (present 
Uri) and on April 10th it reached Burmala and finally on the 27th of April they arrived at the 
palace in the happy vale of Kashmir. After spending the summer in Kashmir the emperor left the 
valley again for Lahore on the 11th of October 1625. 


From the above passages from the Jahangirnama one may reconstruct that if there was 
an auspicious reason to strike this outstanding coin it was on the occasion of the celebration of 
the 20th anniversary of the royal accession and particularly the successful hunting by which the 
Emperor himself shot over 150 mountain rams. The coins were probably struck as nisar or 
largesse money to be distributed to those who made the hunting successful. The celebration of 
culmination, as mentioned in the Jahangirnama, took place at the station of Jangirhati and it was 
there that these coins must have been struck. 

The exact location I have not been able to 
reconstruct, but it must be in the foothills of the 
Himalayas, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Rajauri on the way from Nooshera to Punch (see 
accompanying map*). It wouldn’t surprise me that 
Jangirhati may, in due course, turn out to be an alias 
for Rajauri. At least one can say that this utmost 
rarity has been struck within the Subah of Kashmir 
on the occasion of the successful royal hunt which 
coincided with the 20th anniversary of the royal 
accession.

Morbiducci was a native of Rome, born 1889 and studied sculpture at the Institute of Fine Arts. He is best remembered 
for his monumental bronzes, but was also a prolific medallist. His reverse design for a 2-Lire coin was accepted and 
first issued in 1923. The Morbiducci patterns for the Irish Free State have been researched in considerable detail by 
Gerard Brady (Spink’s Numismatic Circular, June 1976). In his detailed table of all the then known specimens, he 


noted only one Halfcrown in bronze, four Florins, four Sixpences and three Pennies. There is no example of the 
Shilling in this metal listed. The present group of coins appears therefore not to have been known to Mr Brady when 


he wrote his article.

Neither Jones, nor previous references have been able to determine the link between the 
King and Emperor with Julius Caesar and Lucretia, or indeed why Lucretia appears to be a male figure.

the Italian Portrait Medal”, Studies in the History of Art, Italian Medals, Washington, DC, 1987, pp.171-

The medal has previously been known only from the silver specimen in the Bibloitheque Nationale, Paris, the diameter 
of which is given by Hill and Armand to be 87mm (though the Corpus plate and Raby show it to be about 83mm) and a 
single bronze specimen (Voltina, “Coll. Privata”). The present specimen, which may be that recorded by Voltina, was 
sold at Glendining & Co, 4 November 1992, lot 481 (bt. Spink). The three eagle heads are said to represent the three 
kingdoms of Asia, Greece and Trebizond, and as the latter fell in 1461, the medal must precede it. Hill refers to the 
medal as having been “ruthlessly and unintelligently tooled”, and presumes it must have been done on the instructions 
of Jean Tricaudet, of Selongey (Céte d’Or), whose dedication appears on the reverse. It has been pointed out that the 
three eagles are similar in concept to the three crowns on the reverse of the later portrait medal of Mehmed II, by 
Gentille Bellini (Raby fig 7).

The dramatic ‘cast for death’ 
might imply a sentence of death by hanging, but in fact this was commuted to a life sentence and he was deported to 
Australia, arriving in the Elizabeth III at Sydney Cove in December 1820. A dissertation was written in 1997 on this 
token and Jabez Hill; it is most informative, including details of his offence and his subsequent life and fate in 
Australia. It is sold with the lot.

The story of Livingstone’s final exploration is one of the most famous of modern times. David Livingstone (1813-1873) 
had, from 1866, been sent by the Royal Geographical Society to discover the source of the Nile. During the course of his 
journey he had the celebrated meeting in the bush with Mr Stanley of the New York Herald. Livingstone’s party reached 
Lake Bangeulu in February 1873, by which time the doctor was seriously ill. He was carried on a litter to the lakeside at 
Ilala, where his servants built him a hut. Here he died on 1 May. His retinue decided unaminously to embalm his body 
and convey it to the coast. This was a journey of epic proportions which lasted about nine months until the body was at 
last handed to the British authorities on the coast at Bagamoyo. He was finally laid to rest in Westminster Abbey on 18” 
April 1874. 


Each of Livingstone’s servants who accompanied his body to Bagamoyo was given a silver medal, with the relevant name 
engraved on the edge. According to the medal roll published in SNC May 1970, Changetti was recruited by Livingstone at 
Unyanyembe in August 1872. He served on Stanley’s expedition of 1874-1877, and died in October 1877.
